DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or teach a scale housing body and scale cover with an supply port for 
compressed air in combination with the other features of claims 1 and 7. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Cahill et al. 6,144,1 18 A discloses an enclosure for an optical path in column 5 lines 
43-44 but does not teach using compressed air in the enclosure. Hagl et al. 6,097,318 A teaches 
in column 10 line 60 to column 1 1 line 7 that air parameters such as temperature, moisture and 
pressure can affect the accuracy of position measurement but teaches measuring those 
parameters instead of controlling them by enclosing the optical path. Stimpson et al. 6,496,273 
Bl teaches using compressed air to free the window of a position detection device but does not 
teach using compressed air in an enclosure for a scale.
